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e Oswald shot at 12:19:02 P.M E.T 
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he'll be taken immediately to a booking room and a very historic booking will be made next into an ID room 
where he'll be photographed and fingerprinted and then representatives of the press will have their first 
opportunity for a real front-to-front confrontation now our big television cameras can't fit in that room we'll 
shoot that on sound film and just as soon as that's processed you'll be able to see it after the press has it's 
time with Oswald he perhaps will be given a set of prison clothing or he may be allowed to retain his own 
then he'll be brought to a cell probably probably be a special cell about 10 feet by 10 feet with a steel cut a 
washbasin that's about all there's a possibility only a possibility that that cell may have a window giving out 
on the assassination site this is Paul good returning you to WSA and we are still standing by a wedding on 
the movement of the prisoner Oswald we still have ABC's bill Lord on the phone from City Hall so once again 
bill Lord what is the situation at ABC's at the City Hall Oh Bob we are waiting and waiting it is anticipated that 
he will be moved because extreme precautions have been taken as | said before the police are worried they 
are so worried they've talked about the possibility of moving him in an armored vehicle not just the normal 
sheriff's vehicle and when this arrives we'll know that this is the queue for mr. Oswald to be brought 
downstairs and transferred to the car bill what about the the armed precaution down there are there weapons 
visible there are many weapons visible riot guns and rifles are on display the officers have them in their 
hands they are ready to prevent anything they possibly can there are perhaps two or three hundred 
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there are perhaps two or three hundred people outside the city hall waiting to see the transfer of Oswald all 
right very good bill thank you very much bill Lord ABCs now | think once again we'll go down to the County 
Jail and where Roger Sharpe is standing by outside Roger outside of the County Courthouse here in the 
distance some three hundred feet from where | am standing the area directly adjacent to the assassination 
point the park area where during the past 24 hours numerous laurel wreaths have been laid by various dallas 
citizens and organizations the first floral arrangement was placed early yesterday morning by a lone man mr. 
Henry Stanton who placed the flowers there in memory of the president with a simple inscription a simple 
card saying we are all so sorry since that time numerous people have come by numerous people have 
shown their in the background a police ambulance moving by heading out of the city perhaps to the Parkland 
Hospital area traffic still heavy here the crowd growing by several hundred as the day wears on a very 
curious crowd some carrying commerce all waiting and watching for watching and waiting for Lee Harvey 
Oswald now back to Bob Walker at the FAA studios now Governor John Connally s condition continues to be 
improved this morning at Parkland Hospital the governor course riding in the car with his wife and the 
President and mrs. Kennedy last Friday and was painfully wounded is expected to remain 
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painfully wounded is expected to remain at the hospital for another 10 to 14 days but we understand that he 
will direct the affairs of state government from his hospital bed his right arm is in traction but he will sign 
official documents with his left hand we've also been informed that John Connally the third will be the official 
representative the governor's son of the state of Texas at the funeral of President Kennedy tomorrow mrs. 
John Connally who has been at her husband's bedside since he was shot last Friday is at the hospital and is 
making a statement to the press sometime this morning this will be her first statement and the first word 
officially from the Connally family since the incident occurred that's all we have from Dallas right now this is 
Bob Walker at wfaa-tv and now back to ABC News in New York the situation very obviously tense and 
wrought in Dallas homicide captain will Fritz there of the Dallas Police Department said of Oswald this man 
killed the president so even the police are standing up on this thing curry said last night we had this case in 
good shape this morning and it is even stronger tonight District Attorney Henry Wade said yesterday he's 
confident of getting the death penalty for Oswald adding that he will be tried first probably in mid-january over 
the death of the president both curry and Fred said that they had evidence which they were not revealing at 
this time and probably would not make it public until the trial as the Oswald case develops and as that 
armored vehicle approaches we will of course immediately switch to Dallas for the story now a longer look at 
events in the small college community of Williamstown Massachusetts some reflections from the historian 
who wrote the president's autobiography professor James McGregor Burns who teaches political science at 
Williams College is interviewed by ABC's ed Jones professor burns you knew President 
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professor burns you knew President Kennedy as well if not considerably better than most both as his 
biographer and as a close personal friend before and after his election to this high office how would you 
gauge him as a human being in human terms he was just a wonderful human being he never let being 
president or being senator early give him a kind of a heavy ponderous manner he remained a very friendly 
engaging likeable person with a very nice easy air to him to the end just a wonderful human being he was an 
immensely popular man l'm sure that he'll probably be ranked as one of the most popular in in the history of 
our country why do you suppose he he had so much difficulty in using this popularity to get things done in 
Congress because he was dealing with people who may have liked him personally as many of the 
congressmen do but who simply disagreed with him and the reason they disagreed with him is that they were 
representing a very different constituency from the National constituency he was speaking for the whole 
nation or at least for a large majority of it I'm sure and many of them especially these committee chairmen 
speak for very small constituencies and often rather rural conservative areas and hence they just didn't go 
along with the president well not so much on an individual president two congressmen basis but why do you 
suppose he wasn't able to marshal was this public opinion is this popularity to to some purpose well one 
reason is that he never really had the chance he run a very narrow victory in 1960 he presented his 
programs to Congress year after year Congress stymied his program year after year | think if he had been 
able to go to the people in 
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had been able to go to the people in 1964 he would have shown that the people were behind his program 
and perhaps then he would have had a chance to get the program through but he never was given that 
opportunity professor burns President Kennedy when he first went into office had a highly publicized and 
very well organized congressional liaison staff that was supposed to be really pushing things and getting 
things done do you think he was able to use political pressure to get things done yes | think he used 
pressure and bargaining and maneuvering the way practically all presidents have done it just wasn't enough 
these traditional methods which | think Larry O'Brien and others in the White House used very expertly 
simply were not enough to shorten the gap between the President and Capitol Hill the reason for that | think 
is that this opposition in Congress is not just the attitudes of a few committee chairmen it goes deep down 
into the congressional districts gerrymandered districts it goes into the way Congress operates | think 


Congress is proving itself simply to be way behind the times and | was very impressed you know the way the 
president tried to deal with Congress he was a very nice guy when it came to Congress he didn't get mad he 
didn't yell and shriek and scream he was just a kind of decent person he is he would accept his defeats on 
Capitol Hill and say well I'll be coming back and asking for it again when he finally realized a few days before 
his death there's two big bills tax and civil rights would not go through in 63 he said well we'll hope for it in the 
early months of 64 some feel that he should have banning the table and and denounced 
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have banning the table and and denounced Congress the way Truman did and the way Roosevelt did | think 
he should have in terms of the 64 election that is | think he should have and would have made an issue of 
Congress on the 64 election but that time hadn't come yet he had to wait and raise these issues in the spring 
and summer and fall of 64 he chose to go along to try to show that he would work with Congress he'd accept 
his defeats and try to get what he could out of Congress and unhappily and this is one of the great tragedies 
of his guests aside from the terrible personal aspect of this he never had a chance to go to the people I'm 
sure if he had he would have had a mandate | hope he would have won a Kennedy Congress but that just all 
remains speculation now how would you gauge President Kennedy in the historical sense | think that he'll be 
rated as a great president to the extent that historians will think less of his short three years less of the fact 
that he was a short term president and more of the kind of man he was and the kind of program that he was 
presenting to the American people and above all how effective he was and helping to stabilize the 
international situation | hope that there won't be such serious crises in the years ahead that will forget how 
serious the crises were in these three years and how magnificently the president handled them with the 
exception of the Bay of Pigs from which he frankly said he learned a great lesson he has been brilliant in his 
dealing with these tough ceaseless problems that keep flooding into the White House so that | hope he gets 
us do 
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White House so that | hope he gets us do recognition on that score the tragedy is on this question of 
Kennedy's place in history the history tends to give great credit to the successful presidents and success has 
been interpreted again on the basis of how much of the program went through Congress this is true of 
Roosevelt it's true of Wilson it's certainly true of the Democratic presidents and again he will not look so good 
in history in terms of that program but again let me say that | think this was not his fault but the fault of 
Congress if people will look at what he asked for and how well he asked for it how magnificently he 
articulated the needs of the people and his programs then | think he'll get the place in history that he 
deserves the title of your biography then senator Kennedy was a political biography what shade of politician 
was President Kennedy was he a liberal or a conservative he was a moderate liberal what | call a bread-and- 
butter liberal all his life by that | mean he was a man who believed in the economic proposals and reforms of 
the New Deal and the fair deal Social Security and old-age pensions and wages and hours and that kind of 
thing | think he became a different kind of liberal he remained a bread-and-butter type of liberal but he 
became also a liberal who believed in what has been described as a qualitative liberalism not just a 
quantitative matter of improving wages and that sort of thing but improving the whole style of our national life 
particularly in the civil 
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national life particularly in the civil liberties area and reflections from the historian who wrote the president's 
autobiography the late president's autobiography Professor James McGregor burns a political scientist at 
Williams College being interviewed by ABC's IDI Jones a tribute to John F Kennedy from American 
performing artists will be presented live by the ABC television network tonight at 8:00 p.m.

Relations Committee said today that they would favor an early expiratory meeting between President 
Johnson and Soviet premier khrushchev senators J William Fulbright of Arkansas the Committee Chairman 
and work dick and looper of lowa made those statements on a program earlier with Howard K Smith whom 
we will join right now in Washington within the hour the funeral procession carrying the casket of the late 
president will begin to leave the White House preparations there have been completed so we go now to the 
White House Bill Lawrence reporting the White House announced just moments ago that mrs. Jacqueline 
Kennedy will march in the funeral procession tomorrow as the body of her husband the assassinated 
President is carried from the White House to st. Matthew's Cathedral for the funeral mass officials recall no 
precedent for a first lady marching in the cortege that carried her husband to his final resting place the plan 
now is to move the president's body in less than an hour from here to the Capitol where it will lie in state all 
through the night and into tomorrow morning with no restrictions on the viewing hours by 
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no restrictions on the viewing hours by the general public then tomorrow morning the cortege you again will 
move to the White House and and will pause here and then mrs. Kennedy and the Attorney General Robert 
Kennedy the president's brother will lead the mourners behind the the caisson carrying the president's body 
following them will be the Chiefs of State including men like president de Gaulle Chancellor Erhard of 
Germany the Prime Minister's of Britain of Canada of Japan and many many other countries then the Chief 
Justice then the two former presidents Truman and Eisenhower they will march to st. Matthews for the mass 
this is Bill Lawrence at the White House a short report now on the activities of the new president before 
leaving his home this morning President Lyndon Johnson met with Central Intelligence Agency director John 
McCone and with the Kennedy senator printed President Kennedy is the chief adviser McGeorge Bundy later 
in mid-morning Johnson left his home with members of his family and some official aides he was on his way 
to religious services here you see his car and cortege going to church where he was greeted by the minister 
of the church just st. Mark's Episcopal Church the body of the late president will rest tonight in the rotunda of 
the Capitol and now for a report from the Capitol we go there John Ralston reporting there on the Capitol 
Plaza where the president's body and Cortez will arrive in less than two hours many thousands of people are 
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two hours many thousands of people are gathering waiting some have been here all night some have arrived 
far be up or dawn this morning they will have some time to wait once the Cortez arrives here and everyone is 
in position there will be a 21-gun salute and at the same time the band will sound ruffles and flourishes 
followed by hail to the chief and then to the strains of a hymn the president's body will be carried inside once 
inside there will be a ceremony to which something has been added this morning there will be three 
speakers short eulogies will be delivered by the Chief Justice of the United States Earl Warren by Senator 
Mike Mansfield the Democratic leader of the Senate and by John McCormack the Speaker of the House 
these three eulogies to be delivered during the ceremonies inside the rotunda before the public is allowed to 
view the president's casket this is John Wolfson ABC at the Capitol the procession will begin in the hour and 
when it begins we'll be back here from Washington for now we return you to Bob young of ABC News in New 
York and before that procession begins and before ABC news coverage of it we will have services from the 
Fort Worth Broadway Baptist Church Fort Worth Texas this is Bob young reporting ABCs regular commercial 
program will remain suspended until further notice because of this period of national mourning we pause now 
for five seconds for station identification hello I'm Murphy Martin in New York Texas Governor John Connally 
who was seriously wounded by gunfire during the assassination of President Kennedy as you heard earlier is 
reported to be in an improved condition today in a Dallas hospital Hospital officials there say 
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hospital Hospital officials there say governor Connally span a restful night without sedation and that the 
governor's doctors are pleased with his progress it was also announced today that the Texas governor's 17 
year-old son John Connally the third will represent his father at mr. Kennedy's funeral services along with 


lieutenant governor Preston Smith and other Texas figures when the funeral service is held tomorrow a 
military tradition that began a millennium ago will carry on into that service the black horse rider list Sandin 
trappings of black will trail the 7 horse caisson bearing the body of the president military historians believe 
the custom of the riderless horse in the funeral of a warrior began as far back as the time of jinja's khan it is 
based in the primitive belief that if the horse ridden by the Fallen leader were sacrificed the spirit of the horse 
would follow its master to the hereafter and now to Dallas [Music] from Broadway Baptist Church in Fort 
Worth Texas the American Broadcasting Company joins with the nation and observing a memorial service 
for the late President of the United States John Fitzgerald Kennedy the Reverend dr.

forehead shaking it oh no no this has happened there are two men down apparently but only one shot was 
fired can we get confirmation is that Oswald they saw Oswald lying on the floor he is injured they're taking 
him back upstairs now his shirt is ripped open can you tell where he was shot bill no we cannot tell that no 
we're not sure if that was Oswald they believe that might have been the man who did the shooting his shirt is 
ripped apart Oswald is on the floor he is surrounded by sheriff's by plainclothesmen detectives by policemen 
of every description reserve officers what was feared might happen actually apparently has happened here 
in Dallas Oswald is shot according to a police spokesman how serious is the injury the man who apparently 
did the shooting had white hair and elderly short man and he 
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white hair and elderly short man and he slightly stout he was stout and they took him upstairs upstairs to the 
fifth floor to the jail any word on where the bullet may have entered Oswald bill oh we don't know his 
condition can you find out his condition just how serious is this the Oswald clutched his side as he went down 
the report is is that he's bleeding and the Dallas police officials here have a terrible look on their face what 
they feared most has apparently happened bill any more at all can you describe what the man looked like 
that was taken away the man that apparently shot him | just got a brief look at him he had gray hair is 
stoutish we had a white shirt on and this had been ripped open perhaps in the scuffle as the police grabbed 
him how this man got down here under these security precautions | do not know they were clearing 
newsmen out of the way and they Dallas police have been very cooperative with us an ambulance 
ambulance is apparently being brought up hold on just a moment please Bill Martin you're bringing an 
ambulance in now they're bringing a stretcher in and | hope to be able to get a look at Oswald when they 
take him out Oswald being taken out fine now they're picking him up they've got him on the stretcher it's now 
1124 here in Dallas being wheeled out apparently looks like he was shot in the lower left side he's being put 
in a police ambulance going in the ambulance now if you could possibly see expression on the policeman's 
faces here you wouldn't believe it 
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there had been so much preparation on this and if they feared anything they certainly didn't fear that what 
happened here in the police station it happened in the police station in the basement they were afraid of the 
route taking him one mile from here to the County Courthouse yes yes because they you were saying earlier 
bill they they even were talking about putting him in an armored car for that route yes they will worried so 
worried about him that they were going to take an armored car and transfer him the armored car had

very shortly on the third floor but repeating what happened Lee Oswald has been shot he was shot inside the 
Dallas Police Station in the basement as they were taking him out to put him in a car report from ABC's bill 
Lord says that Oswald was shot in the lower left side they have apprehended the man that they think did the 
shooting an elderly stodgy man he was taken immediately away from the scene immediately of course 
several several policemen gathered around the Fallen figure of Oswald it has not known his condition of 
course or anything about him at this time other than that he is in route by eminence to Parkland Hospital 
possibly will use the same route that President Kennedy was used last Friday when Oswald assassinated 
him he was shot two miles from where he shot President John F Kennedy so there's unexpected fantastic 
thing that has just occurred here in Dallas again Lee Oswald a man charged with the assassination of John F 
Kennedy has himself just been shot and he has been shot inside the Dallas City Jail on the lower floor as 
they had just taken him out and this occurred some an hour and a half after they thought they would get him 
out they were taking him downstairs putting him in a sheriff's car for transport some two miles away to the 
County Jail he had just passed ABC's 
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County Jail he had just passed ABC's bill Lord just a moment yes has just been shot Jack Ruby is supposed 


to yes we know that okay I'm down here covered all right report from one of our ABC News cameramen that 
he is shooting film down there at the scene and as we were saying Oswald now is enroute to Parkland 
Hospital and will get a condition report or something of course as soon as possible our [Music] ABC remote 
truck is down at the county jail they were just getting ready to shoot the arrival naturally take pictures of the 
arrival of Oswald as he was being transported over it's an amazing thing because all we heard this morning 
from Bill Lord at City Hall and Roger Sharpe and Paul good at the county jail was that the extreme security 
and caution taken on this thing was unreal almost that this was a part of our city almost under siege there 
were volunteer policemen regular policemen all on-duty as bill Lord reporting to you with weapons drawn and 
they were ready to do everything in their power to guard this man because this was the one thing they did 
not want to happen here is a man charged with murder of the President of the United States and now he 
himself has been shot we do not know his condition he was shot in the lower left side we do know that the 
shooting occurred inside the city jail of Dallas before he could be placed in a car and transported to the 
County Jail report we have from Bill Lord was that the shooting was probably done by a by an elderly mana 
short stodgy man or that's the best description the bill could get bill is in a phone booth and oz will passed 
right by him as he was being escorted to the police vehicles for transportation to the County Jail Bill saw 
Oswald 
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to the County Jail Bill saw Oswald coming down the hall he walked right by him Oswald was wearing 
different clothes and he was wearing yesterday as bill Lord reported earlier and as he got just outside in this 
basement area to be placed into a car all of a sudden a shot rang out and as bill screamed and told you 
there has been a shooting has been a shooting then we had to wait for 10 15 20 seconds to find out what 
had happened who had been shot and then the thing that everybody had feared had occurred that he had 
been shot Lee Oswald has been shot in the Dallas City Jail and is now in route to Parkland Hospital and we'll 
have to await further condition reports bill lard now has gone up to the third floor at the city jail for a 
statement from chief of police Jesse curry and of course we're just going to have to wait now for statements 
from both places to find out exactly what has has transpired who did the shooting and the condition of 
Oswald at Parkland Hospital and we'll try to find out as soon as we possible all of these things but again 
repeating you know this anybody who entered today in anybody who entered the City Hall supposedly was 
supposed to have received the express permission of Dallas police chief Jesse curry that was a word we had 
and this is a thing that everyone is wondering right now how did this man get inside the police station but 
there he was inside the police station a shot rang out Oswald slumped over clutching his left side was put on 
a stretcher police in an ambulance and rushed to Parkland Hospital and probably that ambulance is there 
right now and now for further details we are taking you to the County Jail standing outside Roger Sharpe 
outside of the courthouse where a crowd of several hundred have gathered awaiting the arrival of Lee 
Harvey Oswald and blocks away at City Hall that arrivals stopped by apparently a bullet this crowd when 
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by apparently a bullet this crowd when word flashed through the crowd that Oswald had been shot broke out 
into a cheer the crowd has been dispersing for the past five minutes many of them just getting the news 
what's your reaction to hearing that suspect Oswald has been shot down well | can't hardly say what what 
right now but | think that people wanted a quick decision on on his execution and get him put away you think 
that was the right justice for him well | think he should have been tried but but people sometimes take the law 
in their own hand only thing like this young man how do you feel about well | don't think anything can be too 
bad for them and maybe trial wouldn't have done anything different he would have been shot anyway about 
you hear me well maybe Lord want it this way and maybe did maybe this is best thing for him | guess he's 
not how do you feel about the shooting arrival well | did feel like this is too good for him | think he should 
have had a trial and I think he should have got suffered more than what he has suffered now and longer 
were you drying out here today by the prospect of getting a cougar patty was that why you area yeah we just 
came down to see where the president was shot how do you feel about it now well I'm just real say it so what 
is your reaction to what has happened this morning at City Hall well | think he got what he deserved if he's 


the one that did it had you come down here to save yourself no I'm waiting for a train at one o'clock and | just 
happened to stroll down see scheana the accident | walked down through here many times Cleveland Ohio 
thank you very much as you can see a crowd genuinely not very sorry that Oswald has been the victim of an 
assassin himself the crowd here agreeing 
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assassin himself the crowd here agreeing that there should have been a trial but apparently there is a 
sentiment as evidenced by the chair that did ring out when the word was flashed the scene here of 
anticipation has applied it now and the scene is much different this is Roger sharp on Houston Street directly 
opposite the Dallas County Courthouse and that's the latest word Lee Oswald has been shot been rushed to 
Parkland Hospital he was shot inside the Dallas City Jail condition is unknown we will report to you when we 
have further details from either location now we return you to our regularly scheduled programming what 
God has appointed and those who resist will the report from Dallas that Lee Harvey Oswald was shot as he 
was being transferred from the Dallas City Jail which is surrounded by Main Street Commerce Street and 
Harwood and he was about to be transported some 15 or 16 blocks roughly a mile to the Dallas County Jail 
and as we await further reports it might be interesting to do a resume on the evidence that law enforcement 
officers had gathered against Lee Harvey Oswald some of the physical evidence Oswald's wife says he 
owns a rifle similar to the one used by the assassin Oswald bought a rifle for $12 78 cents from a mail-order 
house the order was in his handwriting police have the assassins rifle and Oswald's rifle is missing police 
took paraffin tests of Oswald's hands tests proving he had fired a weapon the day of the assassination police 
have photographs of Oswald posing with his rifle and with a pistol which Oswald allegedly used to kill a 
pursuing policeman Oswald in a letter to then 
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policeman Oswald in a letter to then Navy Secretary John Connally now Texas governor threatened to use 
any means to get even for our Connolly's refusal to change Oswald's dishonorable discharge from the 
Marines Connally now governor of Texas as we said was wounded while riding with President Kennedy 
furthermore Oswald was employed in the building where the sniper hid for the attack and police have 
established that he was in the building at the time of the assassination there is more evidence enough for 
local law enforcement officers in Dallas to make the statement that we feel put we have a cinch end quote 
that is the background on evidence gathered against Lee Harvey Oswald who some 20 minutes ago was 
shot as he was being transferred from the Dallas City Jail to the Dallas County Jail a distance of roughly 1 
mile his condition the extent of the wound is not known at this time the only thing as you heard Bill Lord 
reporting direct from City Hall in Dallas was the fact that he was shot in the lower left side the man who fired 
the shot described as being elderly short and stocky fired only one you also saw Roger Sharpe of the ABC 
News staff at the Dallas County Jail the scene that we were waiting to see Oswald's arrival at the Dallas 
County Jail Roger Sharpe was there and you saw him talking with Dallas County Sheriff Bill Decker we will 
be returning there momentarily as soon as additional details are gathered mrs. Jacqueline Kennedy will walk 
behind the casket of her slain husband tomorrow in the funeral procession from the White House to a 
cathedral about a half mile away this announcement from the White House today President Johnson foreign 
Chiefs of State former presidents Eisenhower 
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of State former presidents Eisenhower and Truman and other dignitaries will walk behind mrs. Kennedy and 
attorney General Robert F Kennedy the assassinated Chief Executives brother will have more details on this 
in a moment but right now for more details on the shooting of Lee Harvey Oswald again we go to wfaa-tv in 
Dallas Lee Oswald has just been shot in the basement of the Dallas City Hall in the Dallas police station they 
were moving him out to take him to the county jail and what has happened the greatest fear that the police 
had had all morning actually did happen somebody fired a shot and struck him in the left side he was he was 
shot two miles from the point where he assassinated President Kennedy just two days ago more caution and 


protections been used for this man than anything had ever been seen in the city of Dallas probably more 
than had been used to protect the President of the United States in fact Dallas City Hall is normally a public 
building but today it was really under armed guard [Music] we is this a confirmed report as to who did the 
shooting Vick Robertson from City Hall reports that Jack Ruby the owner of the carousel which is a bar in 
Dallas did the shooting that's a report from City Hall evidently a report taken from that statement that police 
chief jeff curry was just to give but Jack Ruby owner of the carousel in Dallas reportedly did the shooting 
repeating and bringing you up to date at approximately 20 minutes past 11:00 o'clock this morning is Lee 
Oswald was 
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o'clock this morning is Lee Oswald was being moved from the city hall from Dallas City Jail to the County Jail 
he had just passed ABC's bill Lord flanked by policeman the moment he went out of large sight shot a shot 
rang out Oswald slumped to the ground at about that time police grabbed a man now identified as Jack Ruby 
of Dallas assured him by Oswald meanwhile lying prostrate on the ground clutching his left side Oswald in 
was placed in an ambulance and sped out to Parkland Hospital and so far we have no report in his condition 
from Parkland Hospital but we do have word that Jack Ruby the owner of the carousel in Dallas was the 
person who shot Lee Oswald a man who assassinated President John Fitzgerald Kennedy there was some 
talk this morning of taking him in an armored car from the city hall to the County Jail whether that was to 
have been accomplished we don't know Bill Lord did not say anything about an armored car except that he 
did here this morning that it had to be carried it had to be carried in a in a sheriff's vehicle because he was 
going to the sheriff Jail however we did not know if that was to take place because Oswald never did get in 
the car he was taken in an ambulance he has been shot a wild scene of course developed in the basement 
of the City Hall at one point detectives and police officers trying to get the wounded Oswald back into the 
booking-office jammed themselves in the doorway and got stuck Oswald was dressed in a pair of black 
trousers a tan shirt and black sweater Oswald made no sound he fell to the floor clutching his side below the 
ribcage it was not immediately known who the man was we do have later information

Oswald to the basement police using flashlights searched the entire area of the basement officers with riot 
guns and rifles were posted throughout the basement area a one-way drive from the street level to the 
basement and out the other side of the big square building in downtown Dallas was guarded at each end by 
uniformed officers all persons entering the basement area were presumably checked and cleared by the 
police all newsmen had been required to show credentials before being allowed into the basement area in 
the excitement with officers running around the basement small man was hustled into the prison elevator and 
taken upstairs Oswald's head wobbled back and forth as the stretcher was slid into the ambulance an 
armored car was blocking the way of the ambulance and it had to be moved one shot was fired the shot 
could be heard plainly in fact you may have heard it | heard it over the telephone Dallas sheriff bill Decker 
says he understands a police officer has been shot too possibly by the same bullet that did strike Oswald 
Oswald was the only wounded person however brought to the emergency ward at Parkland Hospital in police 
lieutenant George Butler has identified the man that did the shooting as Jack Ruby a Dallas nightclub owner 
and that's all that we had that should bring you fairly much up-to-date Oswell repeating was shot was put on 
a litter was holding his left side an ambulance apparently had been standing by in case of emergency it was 
rushed up and paws will put into it taken to Parkland Parkland Hospital he was going in the very emergency 
entrance out there where the body of President Kennedy was taken 
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the body of President Kennedy was taken earlier and where the president died some more details as we 
have them Oswald supposedly let out a cry of anguish and grabbed his stomach it was a gasp the man dead 
put up a bit of struggle but officers seized his gun away from him and we have received word that Oswald is 


at Parkland Hospital at this time Dean said one man up there said that the suspect Ruby was mumbling as 
officers seized him so far we did not know the type of pistol that the man used but repeating police have 
identified the man they seized at Jack Ruby the owner of the carrousel lounge a striptease place on 
Commerce Street about four blocks from City Hall with a shooting took place Oswald was shot about two 
miles from where he assassinated President John F Kennedy last Friday shortly before 1 o'clock Dallas time 
an amazing thing that has happened in Dallas this morning Lee Oswald has been shot how seriously we did 
not know that he's been taken to Parkland Hospital repeating the tales as we had them he was shot in the 
City Hall in the police station supposedly everybody had been cleared and supposedly the area was area 
was fairly well checked Dallas Police had set up stringent security measures for Oswald's transfer of course 
the transfer had been announced beforehand to the 
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had been announced beforehand to the public in the time the public was given was 10 o'clock this morning 
the actual transfer took place an hour and 20 minutes later prior to bringing Oswald to the basement police 
using flashlights had searched the entire basement area officers with riot guns and rifles were posted 
throughout the basement area a one-way drive from the street-level to the basement and out the other side 
was guarded at each end by uniformed police officers all persons entering the basement area presumably 
had been checked and cleared by the police all newsmen had been required to show credentials before 
being allowed into the basement area and the excitement with officers rushing around the basement a man 
was hustled into the prison elevator and taken upstairs Oswald's head wobbled back and forth as the

the shooting reconstructing the scene for you best as we can Oswald was just being taken down by our ABC 
man Bill Lord who was there on telephone at the time was going to be placed in an armored car definitely 
now that's been established an armored car had to be moved before Oswald was taken to the hospital he 
had just passed bill Lord and had turned away from laura's vision when one shot rang out then there was 
mass confusion for from 10 to 15 minutes when the scene had cleared an elderly man had been 
apprehended by police taken upstairs in the elevator Oswald had grabbed his side and had fallen to the floor 
uttering a gasp bleeding profusely from below the left rib cage Oswald it was clearly known then had been 
shot and what Dallas police had feared most had occurred the most stringent security measures had been 
taken had been taken to to get Oswald from a city jail to the county jail in fact last night there were some 
speculation as to whether he would be moved at all but they decided to move him they made a public 
announcement that he would be moved at 10 o'clock this morning it occurred at 11:20 this morning about an 
hour and 20 minutes late but sometime things did not happen here is Jim Davidson ABC News cameraman 
who was there when the shooting occurred Jim described what happened the transfer was occurring late 
there were a number of officers around it seemed to be unusual security precautions at the last minute they 
moved all of the cameraman outside the area except for two of us and we moved back instead of out to the 
driveway | made the shot of of Oswald coming out of the elevator through the grillwork in the sergeant's 
office followed him as far as | could then moved to the glass doorways and was shooting at the back of the 
officers surrounding him as they 
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the officers surrounding him as they carried him toward the AR moved him toward the car at that time a shot 
rang out | suppose | was within 10 feet of the man my camera was rolling and | was rolling the officers 
immediately grouped around Oswald and grouped around somebody else it was a scuffle guns were drawn 
and they rushed the man they captured and Oswald back into this office on the basement of the City Hall we 
backed up into the ending and | shot through the grillwork | could not see Oswald but he was surrounded by 
officers thank you very much and that's all here Bob Walker wfaa-tv Dallas now back to ABC in Washington 
and for the story in Washington we switched there now this is the scene today at the White House portico 
where yesterday the eminent visitors were arriving today the body on a honor guard is awaiting the caisson 
which will carry the casket containing the remains of the late President here are the horses seven horses will 
draw the caisson it will be drawing into place now any moment and the funeral procession will then begin the 
penultimate journey of John F Kennedy tomorrow will be the last journey the horses and the caisson are now 
awaiting the pallbearers who will bring the casket out and place it on the caisson for the funeral procession 
up the historic route that a little less than three years ago John Kennedy took 
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than three years ago John Kennedy took to be inaugurated president yesterday this portico was wet and the 
sky was dark today the sky is brightened and Washington has dried and along the route crowds have already 
accumulated early this morning more than 4,000 people were waiting outside the Capitol building where the 
casket will come to rest by the time the procession goes there will be a multiple of that number these are the 
huge pillars holding the roof of the portico and these are the high officers who would the bodyguard we'll 
follow the cascade this morning in the East Room of the White House that it was a private Mass at the side 
of the body of the late president for mrs. Jacqueline Kennedy and other members of the Kennedy family with 
no one else attending that was the last event to take place in the East Room before this one when the casket 
will be removed carried into the hall out that door and placed on the case the coffin as you saw yesterday is 
closed and when it reaches the Capitol Rotunda it will remain closed in accordance with modern tradition in 
former times the time of Abraham Lincoln for example the casket was open but in modern times it has 
become traditional 
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modern times it has become traditional and usual to keep the casket closed as was the case when King 
George the 6th of England several years ago died and his body lay in state in the Magnificent Hall of 
Westminster 1000 year old Hall and the public came by to view it the casket was closed President Lyndon 
Johnson did not come to the White House today he brought the White House to him Mac George Bundy 
Canada's chief special advisor and John McCone the head of CIA went to the Johnson home in a residential 
area of Washington DC to brief him and later today after the ceremonies that are about to begin there will be 
an intelligence briefing again not in the White House or in the executive office building next door but in the 
Johnson home [Music] the only visit to the White House that the president will make today is to come to take 
part in this funeral procession the first car following the caisson will contain mrs. Kennedy and Attorney 
General Robert Kennedy the late president's closest and confident after that in the next car will come the 
new President Lyndon Johnson and after that other high officials none of the eminent foreign dignitaries has 
arrived yet to take part in this the Prime Minister and the Foreign Minister of Japan have reached San 
Francisco but are not yet in Washington 
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Washington however the Foreign Chiefs of State Chiefs of government and officials will begin arriving here 
around 4:00 to 4:30 this afternoon the White House portico crowds visible in the distance on Pennsylvania 
Avenue and in a short while John F Kennedy will repeat the journey he took almost three years ago to be 
inaugurated and will go up and Sylvania Avenue Kennedy was a great admirer of Franklin D Roosevelt he 
will now follow the penultimate mile that Franklin D Roosevelt le and will be dead these are the seven horses 
that will draw the caisson the order of the procession after the immediate family of the late president will be 


President Johnson such foreign Chiefs of state heads of government heads of special delegations as are 
here then the Chief Justice of the United States Earl Warren then the former presidents of the United States 
Dwight Eisenhower and Harry Truman and the associate justices of the Supreme Court 
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associate justices of the Supreme Court next in line will be the members of the cabinet President Kennedy's 
cabinet now President Johnson's cabinet then Democratic and Republican leaders of the House and Senate 
followed by the Joint Chiefs of Staff and then eleven of the late president's personal assistants the 
procession will be preceded by military formations with muffled drums there will be a group of drummers from 
each of these services when the casket arrives and is placed in the Capitol rotunda there will be three short 
speeches 
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
